Suggestion 
to lower 
tax penalty 
dismissed

A suggestion by County 
Coun. Dave Derksen to 
decrease the penalty amount 
on late payments for a 
specified and limited period 
fell on deaf ears at the June 26

County urges school 
board to open up

Information dissemination by 
the school board and improving 
communication between the two 
factions and the public were two 
items under discussion at a county 
meeting last Wednesday. 

A delegation from the Chinook’s 
Edge Regional School board 
gathered June 26 to meet with 
county councillors in county 
chambers to address concerns and 
questions raised by county 
councillors. 

County councillor Dave 
Derksen, himself a former school 
board trustee in the county 
incarnation and the Chinook’s Edge 
version, urged Chinook’s Edge 
Regional trustees to open up to the 
ratepayers they serve last 
Wednesday. 

“It seems that everything is kind 
of held back, hush-hush, you know, 
not released,” Derksen said. “The 
press isn’t really appreciated at the 


board meetings. The board has 
chosen to take one individual to do 
all the speaking for the board when it 
should be the chairman. Anything 
that is not of a confidential nature 
should be free access to the public.

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Weed spraying policy revisited

A county policy to maintain 
their policy of spot spraying rather 
than blanket spraying was reaf¬ 
firmed at their last regular meet¬ 
ing on June 26.

Vinyl council supports health 
Canada decision 

Canadian-made blinds are lead-free 


Canada's vinyl industry re¬ 
cently called for an immediate halt 
to the importing of low-cost, hori¬ 
zontal vinyl one-inch mini-blinds 
which contain lead stabilizers. 
Vertical blinds manufactured in 
Canada and the United States do 
not contain lead stabilizers. 

"The Vinyl Council will work 
very closely with the federal gov¬ 
ernment to ensure that proper 
environmental standards are in 
place to stop the import of these 
lead-containing mini blinds," said 
Marion Axmith, Director of the 
Vinyl Council of Canada. 

"We believe that the Health 
Canada, the U.S. Consumer Prod¬ 
uct Safety Commission and the 
Window Covering Safety Coun¬ 
cil, a coalition of major U.S. firms 
that manufacture, import and sell 
window coverings, have acted re¬ 
sponsibly to take steps to elimi¬ 
nate the use of lead compounds in 
all imported vinyl mini-blinds. In 
addition, the Window Covering 


Safety Council's decision to have 
its members discontinue the im¬ 
porting of blinds containing lead 
and to label new blinds to make it 
clear that they do not contain lead 
stabilizer should permit consum¬ 
ers to use them with confidence."

Reeve proposes formation 
of 911 user group

While the majority of munici¬ 
pal representatives support a re¬ 
cent decision to utilize Red Deer 
as the local 911 facilitator, County 
Reeve Pat James said that it would 
be a good idea to form a users 
group. 

Councillor Jack Peck was not 
completely convinced that impos¬ 
ing the 86 cent fee directly on 
AGT telephone bills was the best 
approach, but James said it was 
an equitable solution. 

“It’s a crime in its own nght 
when other people spend my 
money for me,” Peck said.

[intended to] save lives.” 

James said that because some 
county users fell into a category 
where tax collection was waived, 
assessing 911 charges through 
county tax rolls would bypass 
some ratepayers, whereas assign¬ 
ing charges directly to telephone 
bills would mean all users would 
pay equally. AGT would also be 
handling the administration, fa¬ 
cilitating the process. 

The proposed user group 
would likely meet once a year to 
monitor progress and effective¬ 
ness of services rendered by the 
Red Deer server. 

“This would give everybody a 
say in the system,” James said.

Three cheers tor the county 

Do you know who your school hoard 
trustee is? Do you know where the school 
board’s “central office” is located? Do you 
know where you might access a copy of 
school board meeting minutes? 

Ifyou answered “no” to the above questions, 
tip your hat to the next county councillor you 
see, because they’re asking some of the same 
questions and they’re getting answers. 

Things may actually be opening up some (I’ll keep you posted!), as 
reporters were recently granted a question and answer period sched¬ 
uled to follow school board meetings. This came as a result of a 
collective request by four local media representatives who asked the 
school board to revisit board policy of dispensing all information 
through a “media liaison”. 

The Chinook’s Edge school board “central office” is located in 
Innisfail. Many residents are apparently unaware of this, and county 
councillors said they still regularly field school-board-related queries. 

At a recent school board meeting we were told that trustees cannot 
speak for the board. Fine, but we, as reporters, maintain they should 
be able to speak as region representatives. Roy Brassard doesn’t check 
in with the party leader or call a special meeting to draft a press release 
before responding to questions from reporters. Neither does Myron 
Thompson. Both the MLA and MP are also very accessible; in my 
experience neither has ever failed to return a phone call, and my 
colleagues concur. 

Similarly, on a county level, few seem to be in the dark as to who 
their county councillor is. County councillors are also very accessible; 
some of them might add “too accessible”. As one county councillor told 
me, going out in public often translates into being accosted or ques¬ 
tioned while just simply picking up the mail or a few groceries. It’s not 
always ‘fun’ but they have a job to do, and even though they are part 
of a team, they will respond on an individual basis to media requests for 
information and clarification. They acknowledge that they are elected 
officials, put in office by residents in their region to act on their behalf- 
just like school board trustees. 

FYI: School board meeting minutes may be picked up at local school 
offices. You can reach the school board office by calling 227-4272 (fax 
227-3652). Your local school board trustee (Didsbury) is Deb Cousins. 
The balance of the trustee roster reads: Helen Archer- Sundre; Penny 
Archibald- Innisfail; Ann-Marie Brown- Olds; Susan Denischuk- 
Carstairs; Becky Lewis- Lousana; Stuart Little- Innisfail; Val Steinbach-

Let's talk taxes 


Reinvesting in the Heritage Fund

The Heritage Fund has been a 
source of pride for Albertans since 
its establishment in 1976, when 
non-renewable resource revenues 
were gushing into provincial cof¬ 
fers. It was felt that the energy 
boom should not be relied upon to 
continue indefinitely, and 
Albertans supported the idea that 
wealth created during the extrac¬ 
tion, and depletion, of the re¬ 
sources should be shared with 
future generations. 

The "rainy day fund” had three 
goals: saving for the future, 
strengthening and diversifying 
Alberta's economy, improving 
quality of life in Alberta. Thirty 
per cent of resource revenues went 
into the Fund, and its investment 
earnings were retained to protect 
against inflation and permit 
growth. Sadly, as is often the case 
when politics is involved, lofty 
initial intentions became sullied 
in the eighties. 

The first goal, saving for the 
future, was stranded when the 
1982 recession hit and energy 
prices crashed. Between 1983 and 
1987, contributions to the Fund 
were reduced to 15 per cent and 
then terminated, and investment 
revenues diverted to the govern¬ 
ment. The public sector had en¬ 
joyed the boom times, developing 
into fat, expensive bureaucracies. 


The government had also become 
enchanted with spending willy- 
nilly on an expanding number of 
dubious programs. They weren't 
about to change. And spending 
expectations created among 
Albertans could not be curtailed 
without losing votes. Inflation 
began to erode the Fund's value. 

Strengthening the economy? 
Albertans well know the record 
of Alberta’s politically-influenced 
diversification efforts. $392 mil¬ 
lion lost on the Lloydminster 
upgrader and $199 million writ¬ 
ten-off for the Millar Western 
Pulp mill are but two examples. 
As well, the "savings” fund was 
tapped for current consumption 
via loans to the government and 
its crown corporations. In an ob¬ 
scure, circular fashion, interest 
payments to the Fund for these 
loans came from general revenues 
- which were supported by Fund 
revenues! 

Albertans' quality of life has 
been enhanced by the many 
research and infrastructure 
projects the Fund has fi¬ 
nanced. But did the existence 
of the Fund blind Albertans to 
the problems created by defi¬ 
cit financing, debt and inter¬ 
est payments? If so, this sense 
of security is partially to blame 
for the painful cutbacks of the 
last three years. And the past 
build-up of facilities, some un¬ 
necessary, has committed tax¬ 
payers to ongoing operational 


costs. 

In light of Alberta's fiscal re¬ 
structuring started in 1993, the 
government asked Albertans 
(February, 1995) what to do with 
the misused Fund. Albertans said 
keep it, move it out of the political 
arena, and manage it as origi¬ 
nally intended as a savings trust 
fund. The Alberta Heritage Sav¬ 
ings Trust Fund Act, passed May 
24, follows these recommenda¬ 
tions. 

The Fund's new mission is 
"prudent stewardship" of non-re- 
newable resource revenues "by 
providing the greatest financial 
returns on those savings for cur¬ 
rent and future generations." Two 
portfolios will be established "en¬ 
dowment," focusing on maximis¬ 
ing long-term growth, will even¬ 
tually form the entire Fund, "tran¬ 
sition," generating income for 
short and medium-term needs of 
the government, will vanish by 
December 31, 2005, as annual 
payments are transferred to the 
endowment portfolio. To protect 
the Fund’s value, beginning in 
1999-2000 the endowment port¬ 
folio must be topped up accoding 
to inflation, until then, protec¬ 
tion will take place only if Alberta 
has a surplus of greater than $500 
million. Finally, there are to be 
no "economic diversification" or 
"social" investments. 

These reforms should make 
Albertans proud of the Heritage 
Fund again.

People can identify activities they 
enjoy and brainstorm ways they 
can build that pleasure into some¬ 
thing to enhance their commu¬ 
nity. Just last week in Empress 
50 people took stock of their as¬ 
sets and developed a vision for 
the future of their community. 


Have Fun 

To keep the community's in¬ 
terest and enthusiasm there needs 
to be a celebration of successes 
along the way. These are three 
'hot tips' from Jeff Bercuvitz: 
Don't have meetings, have cel¬ 
ebrations. Think of creative cel¬ 
ebrations. Think of creative ways 
to enjoy yourself while accom- 
plishingyour goals; Use your gifts 
to enhance the vitality of your 
community; Take time to cel¬ 
ebrate. 

Rippling Out 

Rippling out builds the bridges 
between the small things people 
are doing in the community. Some 
communities give awards for com- 
munity improvement efforts or 
offer mini-grants or technical sup¬ 
port to people who want to take 
some initiative to enhance the 
community's well-being.

More than 15,000 junior high 
school students throughout Al¬ 
berta recently voted 81 per cent 
in favor of tougher government 
action on tobacco. Alberta's first 
Student Tobacco Referendum al¬ 
lowed Alberta junior high school 
students to vote on several gov¬ 
ernment measures to reduce to¬ 
bacco use among young people. 
The referendum represents the 
province's largest youth consul¬ 
tation on the tobacco issue and 
the largest student referendum 
of its kind in Alberta.

Alberta is the only re¬ 
maining province without any 
form of provincial tobacco or 
smoking control legislation.

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a piano teacher 


Choosing 

By Doug Peters 

The piano lesson has been a 
rite of passage for young people 
along with getting one's first job, 
learning to ride a bike or getting a 
driver's license. Just about any¬ 
one can hang out their shingle as 
a piano teacher, so what makes a 
good one? 

When thinking of the success¬ 
ful teachers of the Olds and Dis¬ 
trict MusicTeacher's Association, 
the following comes to mind. (It's 
purely fictional — this is a com¬ 
posite of all the wonderful teach¬ 
ers in the group). 

The best teachers perform 
regularly on every instrument 
that they teach, and readily per¬ 
form the pieces they assign their 
students. They attend seminars 
and workshops, and they have a 
degree in music or professional 
performing experience with a rec¬ 
ognized musical ensemble. 

Their students are encouraged 
to attend festivals, take exams and 
play in the community as much 
as possible. 


The best instructors give freely 
of time and materials, maintain 
lending libraries of books and re¬ 
cordings and take an interest in 
the student's lives beyond the 
practise room door. Although ef¬ 
ficient, they have time to laugh. 
They welcome parents to the les¬ 
son and communicate freely with 
the parents. They teach students 
to play both from a book and also 
"by ear" (officially called "keyboard 
harmony"), as the students who 
continue playing for enjoyment 
when formal lessons are discon¬ 
tinued are most often those that 
can play freely without a book. 

Good teachers are adept at tak¬ 
ing the difficult components of a 
selection and introducing them 
to the students gradually over sev¬ 
ered lessons. They plan lessons 
and keep records of what was cov¬ 
ered in each lesson. Books are 
chosen which cover a wide range 
of styles and types of playing. 

Every teacher seems to have 
an area or areas of specialty. Some 
are good beginning teachers of 


the young child, others can polish 
the serious student. 

Some teach only keyboard, us¬ 
ing the bells and whistles avail¬ 
able on electronic instruments 
and focus on popular music. The 
advantage is that a keyboard may 
be learned in much the same 
manner as a campfire guitar and 
in about the same amount of time. 

Piano lessons may be more 
classically oriented and demand 
faster fingers as well as a full 88 
note instrument in the home. Ask 
about the teachers's attitudes to¬ 
wards festivals and exams. Both 
are good yardsticks. 

Many excellent teachers have 
working husbands and deliber¬ 
ately keep lesson fees low. There 
is no legal requirement that an 
administration fee be charged by 
anyone, although some have 
found it a good business practice 
to do so. 

Some offer group lessons — 
they are not offered solely for ex¬ 
cess financial gain. Many stu¬ 
dents, particularly four and five 


year olds, thrive on the social at¬ 
mosphere found in a group les¬ 
son. This allows for profitable in¬ 
struction at the ages when the ear 
is developing the most. (Tone 
deaf? You may have merely started 
too late.) 


There are many good teachers 
to choose from. If a parent knows 
what style of instruction and 
music they prefer and the teacher 
who offers it, the foundation is 
laid for many happy hours of music 
making.

Spreading drilling wastes on farmland 


A new business is commenc¬ 
ing operations in Sundre, Alberta. 
Canadian Hooklift Systems Inc. 
has been established to make 
hooklift technology available to 
the trucking and transportation 
industries in western Canada.

Soils Management 

Have you been asked for per¬ 
mission to spread drilling waste 
(drilling mud etc.) on your land? 
You should consider the follow¬ 
ing points before making a deci¬ 
sion one way or the other. Drill¬ 
ers are allowed to dispose of drill¬ 
ing waste while drilling or after 
the waste has been collected in a 
basin or sump. Spreading the 
waste has become popular be¬ 
cause it is less costly than mixing 
and burying the waste below the 
rooting zone of plants. 

Drilling waste can be quite 
variable in its makeup. It often 
contains a mixture of beneficial 
and harmful components. On the 
positive side small amounts of 
nitrates, calcium and lime can be 
present. Nitrates in the waste can 
add nitrogen to your soil, how¬ 
ever the low spreading rates al¬ 
lowed by the ERCB (Energy Re¬ 
sources Conservation Board) 
mean that you will only get a few 
pounds of nitrogen per acre. Cal¬ 
cium promotes good soil tilth, 


something that is definitely lack¬ 
ing in solonetzic (hardpan) soils. 
Lime can help raise the soil pH on 
acid soils however in order to 
make a significant change in pH, 
several tons of lime per acre are 
necessary. Again, benefits are 
marginal because of low spread¬ 
ing rates. 

On the negative side salts, so¬ 
dium and heavy metals can also 
be present. Salts can increase the 
salinity of soils. Sodium can 
aggrevate solonetzic soil condi¬ 
tions (these soils already have a 
problem of too much sodium). 
There is also some concern about 
bringing heavy metals to the soil 
surface within the rooting zone of 
crops. The ERCB has addressed 
these concerns by setting limits 
on how much spreading of drill¬ 
ing waste can affect the soil in 
an adverse manner. Soil tests 
are to be taken before spread¬ 
ing the waste. The waste is also 
tested, then a calculation is 
made as to the expected analy¬ 
sis of the land after the waste is 
spread. For example the EC 
(electrical conductivity, a meas¬ 


ure of salinity) of the soil after 
spreading must be below 4 dS/m 
(non-saline) or where the origi¬ 
nal soil EC is more than 4 dS/m, 
the soil/waste mixture can be up 
to 1 dS/m higher than the origi¬ 
nal soil EC. This allowable in¬ 
crease in salinity is not signifi¬ 
cant however it could be argued it 
is still a negative effect never the 
less. There are similar restrictions 
on pH, sodium levels and heavy 
metals. 

Before agreeing to the spread¬ 
ing of drilling waste on your land 
I recommend you ask to see 
present soil test results and the 
expected results after spread¬ 
ing. This way the balance of the 
positive and negative effects can 
drive your decision. Compensa¬ 
tion for allowing spreading of 
drilling wastes can vary a great 
deal. 

The bottom line is, if done ac¬ 
cording to ERCB guidelines, 
spreading of drilling waste won't 
greatly benefit or harm your soil.

Local man represents 

Eight electrifying seconds to go 


Canada at the Atlanta Olympics

Twenty-two year-old Alex 
Gardner of Sundre was one of a 
select group of five Canadians 
chosen last month to represent 
Canada’s bull-riding team cur¬ 
rently en route to join thousands 
of athletes slated to compete at 
the Atlanta Olympics, and he is 
one excited young man 

“I haven’t slept since I found 
out I was going,” he said with a 
wide smile, “and when I do sleep 
I just dream about riding bulls. 
Gardner joined the bull riding 


ranks at age 16. While not exactly 
a hot-bed of rodeo activity, the 
Okanagan Valley where Gardner 
was born and raised, was home 
base for infrequent but memora¬ 
ble excursions to rodeos in 
neighboring centres. 

From the time he was a 
little boy, Gardner gravi 
tated to the bull penning 
area where every word the 
riders cared to share was 
treasured and stored away 


for future reference. 


When kids come up 


to talk to me I remember how I 
appreciated what [other bull rid¬ 
ers] had taken the time to tell 
me,” Gardner said, “so I always 
try to make time to answer their 
questions.”

Gardner’s bull riding chronol¬ 
ogy reads like the embodiment of 
a young bull rider’s dreams and 
goals come to life. 

In his first year on the circuit 
in 1991, Gardner captured the 
Coors Series championship, was 
a finalist in both the Alberta High 
School and Chinook Rodeo Asso¬ 
ciations, and finished in the top 
15 of the Foothills Cowboy Asso¬ 
ciation. He went on to participate 
as a Chinook Rodeo Association 
finalist twice more over the fol¬ 
lowing three years, winning or 
placing at every major semi-pro 
rodeo in southern and central 
Alberta through 1994. 

Although he qualified as a Ca¬ 
nadian Bull Riders Association 
finalist in 1995, he was sidelined 
by an injury sustained after being 
hungup duringa ride and stepped 
on by a bull, turning an eight- 
second ride into a year layoff due 
to the resulting broken leg sus¬ 
tained in the fall.
